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The following is submitted under 37 CFR §1 .56 (Duty to disclose information material to 
patentability) and under 37 CFR §1.97 and §1.98 (Information disclosure statement) . 

Attorney Richard Parr of the Canadian law firm Bereskin & Parr filed the instant reissue 
application at a time when Mark Elchuk was on record as being an inventor.
